by;  or  in  other  words,  that  it  will  riot  sustain  the  Mini  in 
the  dread  struggle  of  death.  Now,  if  a  system  will  an¬ 
swer  to  live  by,  it  will  also  answer  to  die  by — if  it  is  vi¬ 
cious  ill  its  tendency,  then  it  will  nut  answer  fur  life  or 
death — but  if  it  will  make  niet\  virtuous  in  life,  it  will 
also  cheer  and  sustain  them  in  death.  But  what  can  re¬ 
pel  tliis  objection  so  unanswerably  as  facts?— facts  which 
speak  in  the  convincing  tones  of  reality.  If,  when  a 
person  knows  that  death  is  at  hand,  and  beholds  its  grad¬ 
ual  but  certain  approach — if  when  he  sees  the  shadows 
of  the  tomb  gathering  around  him,  and  the  power  com¬ 
ing  on  which  will  shut  him  out  from  all  earthly  scenes — 
if  when  he  realizes  that  but  a  few  moments  separate 
him  from  the  grave — if  then  he  manifests  no  fear;  but 
with  a  faith  which  lifts  his  soul  above  all  pain  and  terror 
he  falls  joyfully  asleep,  expressing  his  iiluinst  coiifideiice 
iu  the  ultimate  triumph  of  the  grace  of  God  over  sin  and 
error — what  greater,  or  more  iiicontestihle  proof  can 
we  have,  that  faith  in  the  6ual  reconciliation  oftlie  world, 
is  the  very  thing  needed  to  sustain  the  soul  in  tlie  season 
of  its  greatest  trial.  I  have  witnessed  scores  of  such  in¬ 
stances.  Since  I  have  been  in  this  place,  three  indi¬ 
viduals  have  died  triumphantly  ami  without  a  fear,  while 
firmly  believing  the  Restitution,  and  yet  who,  at  the 
time  of  their  death,  were  members  in  good  standing  in 
other  churches.  And  there  are  those  now,  who  are  on 
the  verge  of  the  grave,  and  are  slowly  sinking  into  it, 
whose  faith  can  no  more  be  shaken  than  the  everlasting 
hills,  and  whose  departure  out  of  life,  will  be  as  serene 
as  the  setting  sun  in  a  clear  sky.  Such  facts  as  these, 
demonstrate  that  the  objection  is  fabulous,  ai,d  has  no 
existence  except  in  the  prejudices  of  men.  Indeed,  no 
person  who  dies  in  rejoicing,  is  animated  by  any  other 
principle  than  that  pf  the  Restitution,  even  though  they 
may  not  be  aware  of  it.
